MILLIONAIRE Wid

IN BEER [5 HURT 


J. Morrison Fuller, Eccentric 
Philanthropist,- Suffers 
Fractured Skull in Fall. 


J. Morrison Fuller, a millionaire of 
Glasgow, Mo., who achieved fame by 
giving away $7000 worth of beer in a 
year as a protest against local option, 
is at the city hospital with a fractured 
skull He fell on the icy sidewalk in 
front of 18 North Sixth street Tuesday 
evening and was taken to the hospital 
unconscious. It Was not untif Wednes- 
day morning that he was able to make 
his identity known. 

Fuller’s wife and daughter are stay- 
ing at the Washington Hotel. For the 
last two months Fuller has been living 
most of the time at the Southern Hotel, 
preferring to be downtown. 

When, Glasgow voted out saloons Ful- 
ler maintained that local option could 
not be enforced. By way of enabling 
visitors as well as residents to get a 
drink whenever they wanted it, he 
hired a storeroom, stocked it with beer 
and invited everybody to come and 
drimk as much as they wanted without 
price. , 

Starts Bank and Newspaper. 

His free saloon enjoyed such a heavy 
run of patronage that at the end of a 
vear, after having bought $7000 worth 
of beer, he closed it. 

He established a bank, in opposition 
to one that had been in existence many 
years, because he felt he was not wel- 
come to lounge around the other bank 
as he liked. He called it the Morrison 
Fuller Bank and conducted it three or 
four. years, and it afforded him a-place 
where he could loaf to his heart’s con- 
tent, 

When the editor of the local paper in- 
curred his displeasure, he started a rival! 
newspaper and conducted that for sev- 
eral years, but finally suspended publi- 
cation.

A photograph of Greaves’ house and 
the adjoining premises was introduced 
in evidence, and the prisoner admitted 
its correctness, but only after he had 
asked of George Baker, the photogra- 
pher, the question:

“I photographed the house, as I was 
told to do,” said Baker. ‘“‘I don’t know 
anything about the murder.” 








Bickel started to point out to the 
jury, from the photograph, the scene of 
the shooting, but Greaves objected to 
his leaving his seat. The prosecutor then 
showed the jury what Bickel had indi- 
cated. 

George Pittman testified to having 
heard the shots, and said that Greaves 
threatened him with “If you don’t get 
back I'll do you the way I did Hunter.”

Relatives Object to Bequest 
to’ One Who Could Prove 
to Have Been Kindest. 


Mrs. Sophia Striewe’s desire to get 
married is assigned by some of her lega- 
tees as an indication of unsound mind 
in a suit they have brought to break her 
will. The case is on trial before a jury 
in Circuit Judge Fisher’s court. 

According to the plaintiffs, Mrs. 
Striewe, two weeks after the death ot 
her husband, Bernard Striewe, began 
talking of matrimony. She induced a 
man to come from Santa Fe, N. M., to 
marry her, it was testified, but he re- 
turned without doing so. Miss Celeste 
Bour, a niece of Mrs. Striewe, testi- 
fied that her aunt constantly thought 
of marriage. ‘‘I heard her say that un- 
less she married the man from New 
Mexico he would kill her,” the witness 
said. “At the same time she discussed 
marrying. other men.” 

says She Drank to Excess. 

In his opening address to the jury, At- 
torney Dwight D. Currie, attorney for 
the plaintiffs, said he expected to prove 
that Mrs. Striewe consumed from 48 to 
72 pints of beer and two quarts of whis- 
key every week and that on the day of 
her husband’s funeral she was intox!- 
cated. 

He said also that he would prove that 
Mrs. Striewe kept a large bar of iron in 
her home for protection against persons 
she thought were trying to harm her 
and that she frequently went about the 
house at night hammering on the floor 
with the fron bar. 

The brothers and sisters who are con- 
testing the will are Joseph, Henry and 
Ambrose Neu, Annie Niehoff and Amelia 
Baur. The defendants are Mr. aad Mrs. 
Albert Winkler, Frances Jobsky, Albert 
Striewe, Elizabeth Hurka, St. Vincent's 
Orphan Asylum, Archbishop Glennon, 
The Rev. Frederick H. Schulte, Herman 
Westhoff, Herman Schulte and Henry 
Bergjans. 

In willing her property to certain of 
her relatives and practically excluding 
others, Mrs. Striewe sald it was her 
wish to name as her heirs those of the 
relatives who had been kindest to her. 

Money Goes to Charity. 

After leaving $1000 for masses for her 
late husband, Mrs. Striewe divided her 
$7000 estate into 14 parts, giving one part 
to each of eight relatives. She then 
directed that the remaining six parts 
should go to the person who can prove 
that she or he was most kind to her. 

Mrs. Striewe lived at 2329 Bircher av- 
enue. She died last March. She was %

PLANS f- SKYSCRAPER ON 
OLD COURTHOUSE SITE 


Erect. 15 or‘20 Séory 
Building Around the 
‘Historic Dome.

A plan to convert the historic St. Louis 


Courthouse into a skyscraper is embod 
ied in a bill introduced in the Municipa: 
Assembly Tuesday ‘night by Delegate 
Taussig, acting upon the request of Guy | 
C. Mariner, an architect. 

Mariner proposes to cut away the four 


wings of the present structure and erect ai 


around the dome and rotunda a fifteen 
or twenty story building. The dome, 
regarded by experts as one of the best 
examples of architecture in the United 
States, is not to be disturbed, but, is to 
tower upward through the court of the 
skyscraper. 

The bill provides for a structure cost- 
ing not less than _ $2,500,000, to be com- 
pleted within three years. The top 
floors of the proposed building are to be 
set apart for the courts and other of- 
fices now in the Courthouse. 

Rent Free for 35 Years, 

The city is to receive no-rent fori the 
land during the first 35 years of the 99- 
year lease, but after that it will get all 
of the net earnings in excess of six per 
cent. 

While the building is under constry; . 
tion the promoters of the skyscraper ar, 
to furnish other quarters for the courts, 
paying ail the excess cost above $17,500, 
that being the present annual expense 
of maintaining the courthouse, accord- 
ing to Mariner. 

The Municipal Assembly would have 
to pass the bill leasing the Courthouse 
square to Mariner before his pvians could 
be carried out. Delegate Taussig said 
he knew nothing about the scheme. He 
said Mariner handed him the bill and 
asked him to introduce it. 

Mariner-says the taxes and water H- 
censes on the new building would ag- 
gregate $43,000 a year, and that the sav- 
ing of the expense of maintaining the 
presént Courthouse would amount to 
$17,500 more. This would be an indirect 
compensation to the city of $60,500 a 
year for.the use of the Courthouse site. 
of an estimated value of $2,000,000. 7 

The ground floors of the proposed 
building would be leased for stores, and 
The plans 
provide for eight elevators to serve 
exclusively the courtrooms in the upper 
stories of the buildings, with 12 other 
elevators for the offices on the other 
floors. : 

Mariner says that the project is a 
plain business proposition, which he has 
spent a year in working out. He de- 
clined to say who was backing him 
financially. 

The criminal divisions of the Circuit

police courts, will be provided for in 
the new Municipal Courts Building now 
under construction. None of the civili 
divisions of the Circuit Court will be in 
the new building.

Permission to Haul Coal Will 
Be Denied While 15-Cent 
Fare Exists. 


CITY AWAITS ANSWER 


Request for: Explanation as 
to Violation of Franchise 
Is Ignored. 


Uniess the Illinois Traction Co. (Mc- 
Kinley System) complies with its St. 
Louls franchise by charging only 5 cents 
each for carrying passengers over its 
bridge between Sst. Louis and Granite 
City, the Municipal Assembly is not 


-likely to give the company permission to 


haul coal through the streets between 
midnight and sunrise. 

Aithough more than a month has 
passed since President Gundlach of the 
Council asked the officers of the Mc- 
Kinley System to explain why a fare 
of 15 cents was collected from passen- 
gers on some of the company’s cars, no 
reply has been received at the city hall 
Councilman Schutz says that the Mc- 
Kinley System is losing friends by its 
failure to observe the spirit as well as 
the letter of its local franchise. 

: More Favors Suggested, 

“I was asked a few days ago by R. D. 

Smith, St. Louis representative of the 
McKinley System, whether the time was 
favorable for the intrpduction of a bill 
authorizing the company to operate coal 

cars over its tracks in the city between 
midnight and sunrise,’’ said Councilman 
Schutz. 

“I replied that I didn’t think it would 
be opportune for the company to re- 
quest any more favors from St. Louis 
until all the obligations of the original 
franchise had been fulfilled. Smith told 
me that he had referred to his Board of 
Directors the city’s demand for a re- 
duction of the fare to 5 cents on all cars 
running between St. Louis and Granite 
City. He explained that he had heard 
notning from the directors.” 

Mayor. Kreismann told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he understood the 
subject had been submitted directly to 
the company’s president, William  B. 

McKinley. 

“IT have not been informed what the 
company proposes to do,’’ said Mayor 
Kreismann, ‘‘but I believe there will be 
an equitable adjustment shortly.” 

Rate Remains Unchanged. 
During the two months that have 
elapsed since the Post-Dispatch called 
attention to the violation of the McKin- 
ley System's franchise, the company has 
been collecting 15 cents from each pas. 
senger who rides in its through cars be 
tween St. Louis and Granite City. On 
the local cars the fare is 5 cents, the 
amount fixed by the franchise. 

‘The McKinley System’s local officers 
defended their practice by declaring 
that in establishing a through rate be- 
tween St. Louis and points in Illinois 
beyond Granite City, 2 cents a mile was 
charged. 

It would be unjust, they contended, to 
collect that rate on all other parts of 
the system and omit the toll “between 
St. Louis and Granite City. 

The city’s answer, made by President 
Gundlach and Councilman Schutz, is 
that. the company had agreed to 5 cents 
for the ride and should keep its prom- 
ise.

Simple Service to be Held and 
Modest Monument Will be 
Erected.

BOSTON, Dec. 7%—Mount Auburn 


Cemetery, the last resting place of 
Henry W. Longfellow, James Russell 
Lowell, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Edwin 
Booth and other famous Americans, will 
be the burial place of Mrs. Mary Baker 
Glover Eddy. © 

The decision to select this cemetery 
instead of some place that has been 
identified with tne life and presence of 


Mrs. Eddy was reached at a consulta- 
tion between the principal officers of 
the moether church. Its announcement 
set at rest a number of rumors that the 
body of the founder of Christian Sci- 
ence was to be laid away in a crypt in 
the mother church or in a magnificent 
mausoleum on or near the estate at 
Newton, where she died. 

A monument will be built over Mrs. 
Eddy’s grave, but it will be of simple 
form, and will seek to convey by its 
fashion some idea of the principle which 
she adopted in “Science and Health.’ 
Certainly it will not be any gorgeous 
tomb to stand as a monumental Mecca 
for all devout Christian Scientists. 

Funeral Service Thursday. 

The funeral services will take place 
at Newton at 11 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing, by which time, it is believed, her 
son, George W. Glover, will have ar- 
rived here. The services will be of the 
simplest character and attended only 
by the immediate household and a few 
of the leading members of the church. 
The services over, the casket will be 
borne to Mount Auburn, several] miles 
away, and there deposited in a receiv- 
ing vault, to await the preparation of 
the tomb. By order of those in charge 
of the funeral arrangements, no flowers 
are to be sent to the house and none 
will be permitted to lie on the casket. 

Mount Auburn Cemetery is the most 
exclusive burial place in or near Bos- 
ton, and its lots are held by the fam- 
ilies in highest social standing in this 
communit 3 There is no room there 
for strangers and no lots are open to 
indiscriminate purchase. Three © lots, 
however, lying to the north side of a 
little sheet of water known as Halcyon 
Lake, are .wie property of a Boston fam- 
ily which -whas adopted Christian Science. 
The identity of the family is kept se- 
cret by the persons interested, but it is 
known that the lots were offered to 
those in charge of the funeral arrange- 
ments, as soon as it was known that 
Mrs. Eddy was dead... 

Owing to legal formalities whieh 
must be gone through, the lots cannot 
be opened by Thursday. Furthermore, 
it is desired to establish some mark 
around the lots, a fence or other lIimita- 
tion, sO. that the full amount of the 
be strictly reserved for the 
reception of Mrs. Eddy’s coffin. 

According to the rites prescribed by 
herself and laid down for use in the 
event of the death of any member of 
the mother church, the body of Mrs. 
Eddy was prepared for burial by wom- 
en delegated for the work by Under- 
taker Waterman of Roxbury, who has 
charge of the funeral arrangements. 
Mrs. Eddy will be buried in simple robes 
of black and with a copy of *the Bible 
clasped in her hands. The casket, while 
of costly material, will be simple and 
in addition to her name and date. of 
death, the only inscription on it will 
be the words she is said to have writ- 
ten on the Thursday before her death. 
the last day she was active. These 
words were: “God is my life.”

improvement on the railroad company. | 

One of the bills, probably the one fa-' 


vored by the majority of the Railroad ff 


Committee, will be passed by the House 
Friday night. The one not passed wil! | 
be held in the Engrossment Committee, | 
and.if the Council) rejects the first bill, | 
the second will be poeee? and sent to | 
the Council, 

The damages which the city would | 
have to pay in case the majority bill is | 
passed would amount, Speaker Rom- 
bauer estimates, to $100.000. Other est!- 
mates run as high as $260,000. 

Want, Road to Pay. ‘ 

Delegate Igoe contends that the rail- 
road is responsible for the existence of 





the dangerous crossing and should be 
held Hable for all the expense of abol- 
ishing it. The Supreme Court of the! 
United States in two recent decisions has 
held that a municipality may compel a 
railroad to abolish grade crossings even 
thoygh this is attempted after an agree- 
ment has been reached to divide the 
cost between the city and the raf{lway | 
company, | 

In making the city share with the 
Missouri Pacific the payment of dam- 
ages to the owners of property along, 
Chouteau avenue, the Assembly would 
be following a precedent established by 
the Council when it gppropriated $48,- 
000 toward the abolition of the crossing 
at Compton avenue. 

Should this precedent be recognized 
in the elimination of other dangerous 
crossings, which it is intended shall be 
the aubjects of legislation, the city will 
have to pay about $400,000. 

President Reber estimates that the 
cost of abolishing the principal grade 
crossings in St. Louis woulu be $8,000,000. 
He recommended that the city ought to 
stand the consequential damages, which 





ihe said would be about 5 per cent of 


the whole expense of abolition. The 
city’s. proportion of the expense at 
Chouteau avenue will be more than 22 
per cent. 

Of the total of /$75,000,000 spent in ele- 
vating railroad fracks in Chicago, the 
city paid about one-half of'1 per cent 
as its part. 

Wants to Be Fatr. 

“We want this grade crossing queg- 
tion abolished,’’ said Speaker Rombauer. 
“Tt is the opinion of most of us that 
the city ought to assume a fair share 
of the cost. If, however, we can’t do 
business on that basis we shall try the 
other plan.” 

The viaduct contemplated in both bills 
pending in the House of Delegates will 
extend from a point 150 feet west of 
Tiffany avenue to within a few feet of 
Vandeventer avenue (Old Manchester 
road). It will be 56 feet wide and will 
cost about $350,000.

The enthusiasm with which’ the members of 
the Executive Committee of the Post-Dispatch 
Christmas Festival undertook the work of the 
eleventh annual successive festival is an assur- 
ance of its success from every standpoint.

There is significance in the report that what Mr. 
Taft cut out of his message was 6000 words. 
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MR. TAFT’S MESSAGE. 

President Taft’s message is highly charged with 
commendations of efficiency and economy, but 
without upsetting established policies. As an aid 
to efficiency he would put all postmasters, ex- 
cept of the fourth class, in the classified civil 
service, and make some provision for pensioning 
superannuated Government employes. He would 
increase the salaries of judges and hasten and 
simplify legal affairs by empowering the Supreme 
Court to make rules of court procedure. He 
would increase revenues by leasing public coal and 
phosphate lands and power sites, despite Bal- 
linger. He would have a parcels post for rural 
deliveries, despite the Express Trust. He would 
reduce losses on second-class mail matter by 
increasing magazine rates, despite the publishers’ 
protests, and he would eliminate abuses of the 
frapking privilege, despite Congress. 

These are all practical suggestions that should 
be adopted. In the matter of practical and direct 
economy, the President advises smaller appropri- 
ations and shows the reduction of $53,000,000 in 
estimates below the appropriations of last year. 
But he sees in the fortification of the Panama 
Canal military exigency aad asks Congress to 
look kindly at the recommendations of two 
new battleships and a number of auxiliary ves- 

He favors a ship subsidy particularly for 











legislation and his view that the present anti- 


trust law needs enforcement, not amendment, is 
about all that could be expected pending the de- 
cision of the cases now in the Supreme Court. 

‘The President argues much about the tariff, 
and, of course, clings to the idea of a Tariff Com- 
mission as the means to the abatement of all tar- 
iff ills. His declaration that when’ the next 
Congress meets, or shortly thereafter, he will 
be able to report the Tariff Board's findings as 
to at least one schedule, is interesting information 
as to the speed we may expect under the piece- 
meal method of revision; to the Democrats it may 
be important. 

There is no recognition in the message of 
the needs of the people, expressed in the recent 
elections, for relief from the extortion of privi- 
leged interests, from the burdens of militarism, 
and for cheaper necessaries of life. The Prest- 
dent seems unable to understand and appreciate 
popular needs and demands, :
